Our report must necessarily be brief. Had we space we might 
mention many imperfections in our common-school system ; 
might dwell upon the inattention of parents, to the physical wel- 
fare of their children, allowing them to occupy, year after year, 
the hard benches in those low, cold and dilapidated school- 
rooms, with no ventilation save the cracks, crevices and broken | 
windows of the same; but will merely saya few districts in- 
town have built comfortable school-houses. We hope others 
will follow their example. We might speak of the incalculable 
benefit to our schools if parents and guardians would manifest 
an interest therein by an occasional visit ; but we have argued 
that point heretofore. We will mention the vast number of 
different text books used in the town and even in the same dis- 
trict as being detrimental to the interest of the schools. ‘The 
less number of classes the more time can the teacher devote 
to each; the greater number of pupils in the class the greater 
interest. The general character of the Schools in. town 
during the past year has been good. 
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Districr No. 1. 

First term tauzghs by Muss Janniz Epcerty. The scholars 
were mostly small and not very far advanced. The teacher 
was active, and the school quiet and cheerful. 

Second term was commenced by Miss Harrie Drake, and at 
our Visit appeared fair; but the scholars taking advantage of 
her youth and inexpcrience,. af the close of tiree weeks she - 
decided to leave the school. The term was completed by Mr. 
Francis M. Cawley, who was competent for the position 
physically as well as mentally and suce2eded well. 

Districts No. 2 & 13. 

First term taught by Miss Mary P. Smirn. The school ap- 
peared well at commencement, but not being informed when it 
closed we did not visit it a second time. 

Second term taught by Mr. Scorr Wartcner. Order and 
recitations both good. ‘The success of the school was somewhat 
impaired by the absence, towards its close, of several of the 
larger scholars. 

District No. 8. 

Both terms taught by Miss Lizzie Carieton. ‘The students 
in this school appear to know much more than they can 
express. They also speak too low; but the general improve- 
ment was good, the order commendable. 

Disrnict No. 4. 

First two terms taught by Miss Erecra Mrsrervey, who devot- 
ed all her energies to her work ; gained the univereal gocd will of 
her pupils and under those circumstances there could be noth- 
ing less than"good proficiency attained. 

Third term, by Miss Emma Lovenrnc, is now in progress and 
doing well. 

District No. 3d. 

Taught by Miss Many 8. Brown, cn experierccd teacher; 

and the school was in every respect satisfactory. 
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District No. 6. 


Taught by Miss Mary P. Smirn. The school was very small, 
but made good progress and reflected much credit upon the 
teacher. 


District No. 7. 
Taught by Miss Artmepa M. Emerson. Being misinformed 
as to the time, we did not visit the school at its close; but 


Miss Emerson is an energetic teacher, and we doubt not the 
school was successful. 


District No. 8. 

First term taught by Miss Emma Haynes. Not knowing 
when the school closed, we visited it but once, and at an early 
date. We can therefore give no conclusive report; but had 
no reason to anticipate anything but a gcod school frcm frst 
appearances. ; 

Second term by Miss Ameria J. West. It was the teacher’s 
first term; but by earnest perseverance, she succeeded in ac- 
complishing as much as could have been expected. The school 
was governed entirely by persuasion. 


District No. 10. 


Taught by Miss Harrie Drake. The echcol was cmall. 
The advancement made in the different branches taught cexcel- 
lent. 


District No. 11. 

Both terms taught by Miss Manrmia Gerocn. It was Miss 
Gordon’s first attempt at teaching, and in her own district; 
but proved quite successful. ‘Lhe order was fair, and improye- 
ment good. 

District No. 10. 

Taught by Miss Mary A. Jonnson, who was untiring in her 
efforts to promote the interests of those under her charge, and 
the progress made was very good.

Taught by Miss Josrze V. Kimpatyt. The order maintained,- 
the advancement made, and especially the promptness in reci-- 
tation,.was highly creditable to both teacher and pupils.
